Different writers have prepared their 
Christmas messages, and each of them 
seem to fill a place that the other left 
vacant, and yet all of them could not 
tell all that there is to be told about 
the Babe of Bethlehem.

The old, old story of God’s unspeak- 
able gift to men will again be retold 
within the next few days in the 
churches throughout Christendom. It 
will be heard at the fireside of homes 
in every land. Godly parents will once 
more tell their children of the advent 
of the Babe of Bethlehem whose birth 
was heralded by angels. By means of 
the radio many of the heathen chil- 
dren across the seas may for the first 
time hear this sweetest story ever 
told, and at this crowning event of the 
year to every true disciple of the 
Lord—the birthday of our King—we 
rejoice that Christ is preached. How 
wonderful the story is to us! Since 
earliest childhood we have heard it 
over and over, and yet with what eag- 
erness we listen to it again! With 
what anxiety we peruse those lines of 
Holy Writ that tell us of God’s great 
gift to us! And how our souls are 
thrilled by the carols of His coming 
on that holy night! 

There can be no end to stories. We 
hear them in the streets and read 
them from the press, but generally no 
one wishes to hear the same story 
twice. But the story of God’s unspeak- 
able gift is ever new. We tell it in our 
homes to our children and our friends; 
our ministers rehearse it in the 
churches, but it never loses its charm 
to us. No other story is more simple, 
yet none is so sublime and touching. 
Others may be older, yet none has 
made a sensation as strong and as 
generally felt, whose influence has re- 
mained the same after nineteen cen- 
turies, as this concerning the Babe of 
Bethlehem. 

When a king visits another country 
he is received with illustrous  cere- 
mony, but it seems that when Jesus 
came very few were expecting Him. 
In their selfish ambition they had over- 
looked the prophecies concerning His 
appearing, and only a few were ex 
pecting Him. But in spite of the fact 
that the unexpectant world was not 
prepared to greet Him with the 
honors due a king, no other visitor 
ever enjoyed the distinction given 
Him. True to their Creator’s purpose 
and design the stars have kept their 
watch by night since flung into space 





by the hand that doeth all things well. 
Kings have come and gone, empires 
have arisen and fallen and the stars 
shine on uneffected by the fate of men 
and nations, but at the approaching of 
our King another star, an honorary 
one was sent to keep watch over the 
little town of Bethlehem, to announce 
to the wise men the appearing of the 
hope of all nations, and to guide them 
to His humble bed. 

Sometimes when kings and queens 
are born, we are told, they are wel- 
comed by the booming of a cannon or 
the ringing of bells, but a choir of 
the heavenly host came and sang their 
sweetest song, “Glory to God in the 
highest, and on earth peace, good will 
toward men,” when the little Babe Je- 
sus was born.

For unto you is born this day 
in the city of David a Savior which is 
Christ the Lord, and this shall be a 
sign unto you, ye shall find the babe 
wrapped in swaddling clothes lying in 
a manger.”

CHRISTMAS 


By E. C. Clark 

At this time of the year we always 
welcome the approach of Christmas, 
not only the day, but the spirit of 
Christmas itself as it settles down up- 
on us everywhere, bringing us back 
to the memories of Christ and the 
origin of our religious founder. It 
would, however, be unfair to simply 
write about Christmas as a time of 
festivity, and not to especially men- 
tion some of the uncertainties of the 
day itself. This to many might not 
differ but to the more anxious inquir- 
er it is the vital foundation upon 
which the authority of the day rests. 

THE ORIGIN OF THE DAY 

Of this no one can be certain, There 
are many surrounding incongruities 
and uneertainties about the very 
day itself, as well as to the time 
of its beginning. The day itself, 
by name, means Christmass, or 
the mass of Christ which immediately 
connects it with some great religious 
festival. But certainly the obscure and 
unnoticed birth of Jesus out in the 
stable, where he was born and laid in 
a manger, was not then celebrated as 
a festival. The first mention of the 
25th of December as the birthday of 
Christ was by Theophilus of Antioch, 
in 171-183, A. D., and is otherwise un- 
known and possibly spurious. The 
next mention of the 25th of December 
as Christmas is in Hippolytus. Jesus, 
he says, was born in Bethlehem on the 
25th day of December in the 42nd 
year of Augustus. This reference is 
also accused of being interpolated, or 
corrupted. Nor does he mention any 
feast in connection with the birthday 
of Christ, which was certainly not or- 
thodoxy in that day and age. 

“As late as 245 Origon, in his eighth 
homily on Leviticus, repudiates as sin- 
ful the very idea of keeping the birth- 
day of Christ as if he were a king 
Pharaoh.” “The first certain mention 
of the 25th of December is in a Latin 
chronographer of A. D. 354, first pub- 
lished by Mommsen; but here he 
again mentions no feast. There were, 
however, according to history, many 
speculations in the second century 
concerning the birthday of Christ. 
“Clement of Alexandria, towards its 
close, mentions several such, and con- 
demns them as superstitious.” It is 
certain that from history there were 
many different ideas about the date of 
the birth of Christ. It is equally cer- 
tain that there were many days set 
for the supposed date itself. 

ITS LEGAL ADOPTION 

“Chrysostom, in a sermon preached 
at Antioch on Dec. 20, 386 or 388, says 
that some held the feast of Dec. 25th 
to have been held in the West, from 
Thrace as far as Cadiz, from the be- 
ginning. It certainly, says the Britain- 
nica, originated in the West, but 
spread quickly eastwards. “In 353-361 
it was observed at the court of Con- 
stantius. Basil of Caesarea (died 379) 
adopted it. Honorius, Emperor (395- 
423) in the West, informed his mother 
and brother Arcadius (395-408) in Dy- 
zantium of how the new feast was 
kept in Rome.” 

“They adopted it, and recommended 
it to Chrysostom, who had long been 
in favor of it. Epiphanius of Crete was 
won over to it, as was also the other 
three patriarchs, Theophilus of Alex- 
ander, John of Jerusalem, Flavian of 
Antioch. This was under Anastasius, 
398-400.” “The new feast was communi- 
cated by Proclus, patriarch of Con- 
stantinople (434-446), to Sahak, Cath- 
olicos of Armenia, about 440.” The 
Armenians after having kept it for a

Some have pictured a beautiful barn 
as the place of the nativity, but au- 
thentic writers tell us that it was a 
common stall where domestic animals 
were kept, and certainly without the 
comforts of a cozy home where kings 
are most often born. But never was a 
place more hallowed or more highly 
honored than the roof that gave Him 
shelter, and that very night it became | 
a shrine of worship. Why should the | 
Son of God be there? True to His mis- 
sion He accepted the place of lowly 
birth, for He came not to receive fa- 
vors at the hands of men, “not to be 
ministered unto but to minister.” His 
presence in the stall gave it the sa- 
credness of the temple. The shepherds 
worshipped there and were the first 
to spread abroad the good news of 
God’s great gift so that many others 
came also to see and worship Him. 
Wise men from the East direeted by 
the star, came to the humble shrine 
and fell down and worshipped Him, 
opened their treasures and presented 
to Him gifts of gold, frankincense and 
myrrh. To those wise men He was 
more than a king of the Jews. He was 
King of kings; He was God’s special 
gift to the race of men and they wor- 
shipped Him as such. 

This world had long been poor. Tho’ 
the mountains contained vast treas- 
ures of gold, silver, and precious 
stones, the world was poor. “For ye 
know the grace of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, that, though he was rich, yet 
for your sakes he became poor, that 
ye through his poverty might be rich.” 
2 Cor. 8:9. To make us rich required 
a gift from God. John 3:16. He gave 
us Jesus! 


God gave us redemption by giving 
us Jesus. His gift included all that 
men would ever need. He came that 
we might have life more abundantly; 
that the richest and the poorest, the 
basest and vilest might find deliver- 
ance from all sin and become partak- 
ers of the divine nature.

To have told us of a better life thru 
the ministry of angels would have 
been a blessing indeed to a world al- 
together undeserving, but God has 
done exceedingly more than that for 
us. He “hath in these last days spok- 
en unto us by his son.” Heb. 1:1, 2. 
This is grace in the highest degree. 
His Son not only came and preached 
to us the Kingdom of God and how to 
enter the Kingdom, but became the 
perfect pattern to show us how. Under 
all conditions, favorable and _ other- 
wise, He has shown us how to live as 
conquerors, and perfected the plan 
that enables us to do so. The Bible 
tells us of His fidelity to His friends 
and His love for His enemies—some- 
times weeping over His rejectors and 
praying for their forgiveness. When 
His enemies reviled Him He reviled 
not again. When falsely accused He 
opened not His mouth. When He re- 
buked the proud Pharisees He always 
wept—loathed their hypocrisy but lov- 
ed them. If any one doubts that Je 
sus loved the world, let him _ select 
the deeds of one day of His life while 
here and consider the fine spirit of 
His ministry of sacrifice for others. 

Notwithstanding all the noble acts 
of His brief ministry, the climax of 
His earthly career was reached 
amidst the dark, gloomy, ignominious 
scenes of Calvary. His life, and minis- 
try especially, was full of miracles and 
good deeds, but these are all eclipsed 
by His death on a cross. The loving 
heart that had palpitated with the 
feelings of the world’s infirmities ac- 
tually broke on Calvary. It seems that 
love finds expression in suffering. It 
was not the result of the hasty, fren- 
zied, mock trial by wicked men that 
sent Him to the cross but the burning 
love within His own bosom and the 
bosom of the Father that had been 
there since the foundation of the 
world. The act was purely one of love, 
to cure us of our sin disease and recon- 
cile the world to God. He was the 
“Lamb slain from the foundation of 
the world.” Rey. 13:8. “I lay down my 
life that I might take it up again. No 
man taketh it from me, but I lay it 
down of myself.” John 10:17, 18. 
“Greater love hath no man than this, 
that a man lay down his life for his 
friends.” John 15:13. 


At this happy season of the year 
when the spirit of giving is at its 
highest pitch, when almost every one 
who is able will be giving and receiv- 
ing, let the world therefore remember 
and unite in thanksgiving “unto God 
for his unspeakable gift.” Let the an- 
gels’ chorus be sung again, “Glory to 
God in the highest and on earth peace, 
good will toward men.”

May we: wor- 
ship Him with the same true, simple 
spirit of devotion and gratitude that 
the shepherds and wise men did be- 
side His manger cradle in the stall on 
that memorable night of nights 1931 
years ago.

period of about 30 years, abandoned it 
“As early as 400 in Rome an imperial 
rescript includes Christmas among the 
other three feasts on which theaters 
must be closed. The other two feasts 
were Easter and Epiphany. Epiphany 
and Christmas were not made judicial 
until 534. xn Great Britain the 25th of 
December was a festival long before 
their conversion to Christianity. In 
1644 the English Puritans ferbade any 
merriment of religious services by act 
of parliament. Outside of Teutonic 
countries Christmas presents are un- 
known. 

PRESENT DAY OBSERVANCE 

Like all other important days, that 
have come down to us from our fore- 
fathers or older civilization, Christ- 
mas has a very sacred memory among 
us as well as stimulating certain 
morals and spiritual blessings by the 
memory of the day itself. Its purpose 
of observation is to ever hold before 
us the fact of our coming Redeemer 
to earth. This moral is in some sense 
of great value, especially in these days 
of ridicule and unbelief. The spiritual 
significance is however, of a more 
signal and vast importance. Whether 
we are keeping the proper day or not, 
we are remembering the fact of the 
first appearance into the earth of the 
Savior of mankind. Its historical fact, 
both by the way of inspired account 
in the Holy Writ, as well as in our 
ancient histories do themselves ever 
hold before a disputing and God reject- 
ing generation, the very fact that a 
Savior was born and has died for the 
sinful human race. The observance of 
Christmas Day, not only commemo- 
rates the birth of our Savior, but it 
especially enriches our memories con- 
cerning God’s love gift unto mankind. 

GOD’S LOVE GIFT

festation of Christ in the earth is but 
the fulfillment of God’s promises and 
love.

God’s love gift 
was a token to mark with sacred 
memories the fact, both of His ever 
present love and the future coming of 
Jesus to sit upon the throne of Israel. 
Love that had long been held back 
from its fuller revelation did but 
burst afresh with new anxieties and 
manifestation in the birth of Jesus. 
The shepherds rejoiced at the an- 
nunciation of the birth of Jesus.

“Fear not: for, behold, I bring you 
good tidings of great joy, which shall 
be unto all people.” Israel scattered, 
Judah in captivity, the Gentiles “with- 
out hope and without God” could wel- 
come such a message: “Glad tidings of 
great joy, which shall be to all peo- 
ple.” No respect of persons, no pick- 
ed few, but broad, rich, providing love 
from the tender heart of a loving heav- 
enly Father is here portrayed and an- 
nounced. No wonder the shepherds re- 
joiced. Such exclamation as “peace on 
earth and good will toward men” 
would afford the luxury of rejoicing.

Now when Jesus was born in Beth- 
lehem of Judea in the days of Herod 
the King, behold, there came wise men 
from the east to Jerusalem, saying, 
“Where is he that is born King of the 
Jews? for we have seen His star in 
the east and have come to worship 
him.” Jesus was visited, worshiped 
and enjoyed by the wise men; they 
presented Him gifts, gold, frankin- 
cense, and myrrh. He is no less admir- 
ed and loved by many of the world’s 
wisest men today.
